Preferably, but not necessarily, the control valve 36 is capable of directing injectate from 
the air booster pump 32 to the specific head or heads 34 which a user wishes to provide 
injection; alternately, however, a separate valve is located between the air booster pump 32 
and each head 34 supplied with injectate by that air booster pump 32 so that a user may 
determine which heads 34 will be used for injection. 

Alternatively, in lieu of either the control valve 36 or the separate valve between the air 
booster pump 32 and each head 34 supplied with injectate by that air booster pump 32, . . .
